ALBERTA HAS FIRST 
GRAND JURYWOMEN 
IN THE DOMINION 


Red Deer, Alta., Nov. 20.—Women 
were empanelled on a jnry case in the 
supreme court here last week for the 
first time in the history of Canada. 

A recent amendment to the Jury 
act of Alberta allows women to sit on 
a jury in a case where a womun is 
concerned. The case bafore Mr. Jus- 
tice McCarthy is a breach of promise 
case from Clive, Alberia--Staub vs. 
Larkin, Counsel for the defendant 
contended that the plaintiff herself 
must make application to have women 
empanelled on the jury, not her sgol- 
icitor, but the judge overruled the ob- 
jection. 

When the jurors were heing sworn 
in one of the women objected to kiss- 
ing the court Bible for sanitary rea- 
sons. She was allowed to affirm her 
oath. The jury returned a verdict 
awarding the plaintiff $4,000 covering 
both charges.

MINE BURNING 
EVER SINCE 1884 


Geologists and miners estimate that 
$50,000,000 worth of bituminous coal! 
has been burned in the subterranean | 
veins of Perry County, Ohio, where 
incendiarism started a fire during the 
coal strike of 1884, 

The blaze, which has been eating 
its way through the unmined stocks 
of Ohio fuel, is raging again at the! 
Kenrarith of an abandoned shaft near 
Shawnee, The furnace hurls its ton- 
gues of flame a hundred feet into the 
air and can be seen for miles. 

At other places in the hills the 
fire has broken through the surface 
stratum and shoots as high as the 
surrounding treetops. 

At the present rate geologists esti- 
mate that it will take fifteen years 
for the fire to exhaust its acreage. 

Chasms large enough to hold two 
story houses have been opened by the 
blaze in the New Straitsville district. 
Great fissures scar the earth's sur- 
{face all along the three mile line of 
the fire. 

For heat and smoke, residents of 
this district: might be living on the 
slope of Vesusius. After euch rain, 
clouds of smoke arise from the eracks
